(13  Fo  R.  1)  and  will  be  effective  on  and  after 
February  1,  19 4B: 


1.  Delete  the  Ilrst  sentence  of  5  56.18: 
Evisceration  (7  CFR,  1945  Supp.,  56.18) 
and  substitute  therefor  the  following: 
"No  viscera  or  any  part  thereof  shall  be 
removed  from  any  dressed  poultry  cw 
dressed  domestic  rabbits  In  any  official 
plant,  except  at  the  time  of  evisceration 
and  inspection.  Each  carcass  to  be 
eviscerated  shall  be  opened  so  as  to  ex- 
poee  the  organs  and  the  body  cavities  for 
proper  examination  by  the  inspector  and 
shall  b*  prepared  Immediately  after  in- 
spection as  eviscerated  poultry  or  evis- 
cerated domestic  rabbits.'* 

2.  Delete  the  second  sentence  in  para- 
graph (a)  of  §  56.23  Uninspected  prod- 
uct  may  not  be  handled  in  any  official 
plant;  reinspection  of  products  (7  CFR, 
1945  Supp.,  56.23)  and  substitute  there- 
for the  following:  "No  edible  product 
other  than  an  inspected  and  certified 
edllde  product  shall  be  brought  Into  an 


official  plant  unless  authorized  by  the 
Assistant  Administrator  and  upon  such 
terms  and  conditions  as  he  may  prescribe. 
Any  inspected  and  certified  edible  prod- 
uct ihay  be  brought  into  an  official  plant 
only  If  the  container  of  sucli  product  is 
marked  for  identification  in  the  manner 
prescribed  In  S  66  51  and  the  product  is 
rein3pected  by  an  inspector  at  the  time 
It  is  brought  into  such  plant." 

3.  Delete  the  provisions  of  5  56.51 
Marking  of  containers  for  shipment  from 
one  official  plant  to  another  official  plant 
(7  CFR.  1945  Supp.,  56.51)  and  substitute 
therefor  the  following:  ''Each  container 
of  any  inspected  and  certlfl^d^  edible 
product  to  be  shipped  from  one  official 
plant  to  another  official  plant  for  the 
further  processing  of  such  edfble  product 
shall  be  marked  for  identification  as.  pre- 
scribed  or  approved  by  the  Assistant  Ad- 
minifiirator."

1.  Delete  the  provisions  in  paragraph 
(aa)  of  §  56.2  Terms  defined  (7  CFR  and 
Supps.  56.2;  13  F.  R.  1)  and  substitvite 
therefor  the  following:  "'Official  plawt* 
means  one  or  more  buildings,  or  parts 
thereof,  comprising  a  single  plant  In 
which  the  facilities  and  methods  of  op- 
eration therein  have  been  approved  t^y 
the  Assistant  Administrator  as  suitable 
and  adequate  for  operation  under  inspecr 
tion  and  in  which  inspection  is  carried 
on  in  accordance  with  this  part." 


2.  Delete  the  first  sentence  of  §  56.57 
On  a  fee  basis  (7  CFR  and  Supps.  56.57; 
13  F.  R.  1)  and  substitute  therefor  the 
following:  "Fees  to  be  charged  and  col* 
lected  for  inspection  services  furnished 
on  a  fee  basis  shall  be  based  upon  the 
time  required  to  render  such  services, 
including,  but  not  being  limited  to,  the 
time  required  for  the  travel  of  the  In- 
spector or  inspectors  in  connection  there- 
with, at  the  rate  of  $3.00  per  hour  for 
each  inspector  for  the  time  actually  re- 
quired."
